Sometimes he flew news- 
papers to Paris and sometimes 
he droned his Rapide across the 
sity 40 exercise our ecarchlights, 
Later he used to say that he 
was paid far more for flying in 
the searchlights in peacetime 
than for operating In the flak 
during the war! 


HAM FISTED 


was not a good pilot. His 
flight-commander described 
him as “ham-fsted" because he 
broke several Hurricanes when 
he arrived on the squadron, But 
he was a clever pilot.

LAST FLIGHT 


was decorated with the

called Intruder operations and 
were the most dangerous and 
highly specialised of all the 
varied tasts ‘over carried out by 
our single-seat fighters.
